“WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Ambassador 
Gerard has been instructed by the State 


Department to accept the German Gov-~ 


ernment’s offer to permit an investiga- 
tion of conditions prevailing among Bel- 
‘|gains deported inte Germany by the 
military suthorities in the cnquered 
‘section. The department, it was stated 
officially today, has not as‘yet been in- 
formed as to how many men or what 
machinery will be required to make ‘the 
inquiry, all this having. been left dis- 
cretionary with the embassy. 

This action was taken in response to 
a suggestion: in the German note reply- 
ing to the protest of the United. States 
against the Géportations. After defend- 
ing the course of the military authori- 
{tes as’ nécessary, and not in violation 
of the principles of international law or 
humanity, the note added: 

‘If the Government of the United 
States attaches enough importance to it, 
a member of its. embassy in Berlin 
would be permitted with pleasure to in- 
forfm himself by personal visits about 
the conditions under which these per- 
sons are living.”

LONDON, Jan. 15,.(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Still another 
document bearing on the already -his- 
toric controversy regarding the German, 
deportations of Belgians has been re- 
ceived: here, giving statistics in refuta- 
tion of the German assertion that the 
deportations were made to relieve un- 
employment in Belgium.

understand. To do so, however, would 
not. be worth while, the chances being 
so many that he meant all of the guard 
officers except those to whom he réferred 
as ‘‘ active politically in Washington ’’— 
in other words, all except the compara- 
tively few, very highly placed, officers 
for whom the National Guard is an ins 
strument, not for performing public serv- 
ice; but for advancing their own private 
interests in one Way or another. 

According to our correspondent, who 
presumably is well informed, the great 
majority of the guard officers, like prac- |, 
tically all of the privates, have.only had 
confirmed, by their recent experiences 
on the border, the belief in’ universal 
training ahd. service that was ‘held by: 
them before they went South. 

But how is it that, holding this opinion, 
‘they’ only now give expression to it?- We 
héard not a Word from:them ‘in the days 
when the Hay bill was under considera- 
tion ‘in Congress, and they gave to the 
opponents of that Measure not a word of 
approval or support. Instéad, the group 
of political officers were allowed, with-

To the Raitor of Phe Now York Times: | 

Lam-not writing to defend the Middle 
West against Mrs. Atherton’s charges 
0f.apathy in regard to the war, nor am: 
I attempting to’ condemn such uncon- 
structive and pointless criticism as that 
+of Mr. Oliver in his letter to Tam Times 
on Jan. 17, the deplorablé conclusion of 
which is that» both he Allies and ‘the 
Central Powers are “‘ bad eggs."’. For 1 
beliéve that guch ‘letters will have the

From ‘a recent experience of my own, 
I ‘am sure that the majority of people 
do distinguish between the allied and the 
German causes. I live in a small mid- 
western town, where I am interested in’ 
the local branch of the American Fund 
for French Wounded, which.is not yet a 
year old. Only last week we showed 
the moving picture film; .‘‘ Our Ameri- 
ean Boys: in the Européan War,” ‘for 
the benefit of the American Ambulance 
in France. I personally talked with sev- 
eral hundred people in selling’ tickets, 
(others had the ‘same experience,) a 
large per cent, of whom were shop- 
keepérs and clerks—men and women, 
old: and young—and without a single ex- 
}ception I. found them very. enthusiastic 
for the case of the Allies, and all were 
glad to help—some giving several times 
as Much as was asked. And similarly 
throughout the Autumn, ‘in. collecting 
mohey for our little branch of French 
relief, there has been no doubt as to 
where the sympathy lay: ‘Bloomington 
‘is a small town.and not a rich one, but 
we. “have earned or collected almost $500 
since> October in money or materials.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Sir Felix Schuster, 
speaking today.at the annual meeting 
of the Union of London and, Smiths 
Bank, Limited, of which he is the Gov- 
ernor, discussed the British financial 
situation, .
